As a member of the executive staff, wrote catalogues and appraisals in the 
entire range of the decorative arts. The accelerated rate of achieving connoisseur- 
ship by handling an endless stream of objects, and assuming responsibility for 
recognizing them, afforded an intensive experience not to be equalled elsewhere. 

Columbia University, continuously since 1951 

Lecturer in Fine Arts. Introduced Columbia's first course in museum studies 
of the decorative arts on an art-historical basis. This has been expanded into a 
series of four courses dealing with European and .American developments and meeting 
at the Metropolitan Museum, where objects selected by the instructor are available 
for handling. 

The Metropolitan Museum of Art, continuously since 1953 

Special Administrative Consultant, 1953-1955. Invited to alleviate a 
critical storage problem by arranging large-scale loans (for example, six galleries 
of material for the Virginia Museum) ; and by organizing for sale thousands of art 
objects no longer required for exhibition or study purposes. These objects were 
selected in collaboration with the curators of ten departments. 

Associate Curator of Renaissance and Post-Renaissance Art, 1955 to present. 

Has authored many catalogues, and written many articles published in art magazines.
